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(54) PLURAL CURSORS CONTROL MOUSE 

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To make a smooth operation of an 
application program by displaying plural mouse cursors 
on the display screen and successively switching a 
mouse cursor to be used. 

CONSTITUTION: A mouse cursor switching button is 
added to the mouse. By depressing the mouse cursor 
switching button, the mouse cursor to be used can be 
exchanged and used in succession from among plural 
mouse cursors 2-5 arranged on a display screen 1 of a 
computer. The mouse cursor 2 to be used is 
discriminated by applying different colors from the other 
stand-by mouse cursors 3-5. The other mouse cursors 3- 
5 are separated from the mouse cursor 2 being used by 
surrounding the outline by dot lines, making a soft color 
display, or being eliminated from the screen.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 

[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Industrial Application] This invention relates to two or more cursor control mice. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] The conventional mouse has the ball 20 which detects the migration length 
of a mouse as shown in drawing 5 (a) - (c), the carbon button 30 which operates an application program, 
and the cable 40 which sends the information on a mouse to the body of a computer. Next, actuation is 
explained. As shown in drawin g 5 (b), the number of the mouse cursors with the conventional 
controllable mouse as shown in drawing 5 (a) was one. Therefore, as shown in drawing 5 (c), when a 
mouse cursor 2 was in the edge of Screen 1 and it was necessary to move a mouse cursor 2 from the 
edge of Screen 1 to an edge, the motion of an operator's hand was large. 
[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] Since the number of mouse cursors was one, when the 
conventional mouse had a mouse cursor in the edge of a screen and it was necessary to move a mouse 
cursor from the edge of a screen to an edge, the motion of an operator's hand was large. For example, 
since the display for the latest EWS had become a big screen and high resolution, the activity to which a 
mouse cursor is moved was increasing from before, and there was a trouble of barring smooth actuation 
in use of an application program. Moreover, there was also a trouble that a mouse cursor may be 
obstructive and had to bring near a mouse cursor by the edge of a display screen depending on an 
application program.

[Means for Solving the Problem] Two or more cursor control mouse of this invention has managed two 
or more mouse cursors in a computer display screen top, and changes the mouse cursor to be used one 
by one with a mouse cursor change means. 
[0005] 

[Example] Next, this invention is explained with reference to a drawing. 

[0006] Drawin g 1 is the side elevation showing one example of this invention. As for the mouse of this 
invention, the mouse cursor change carbon button 50 is added to the conventional mouse. By pushing 
this mouse cursor change carbon button 50, out of two or more mouse cursors 2-5 arranged on the 
display screen 1 of a computer as shown in drawing 2 , the mouse cursor to be used is changed one by 
one, and suppose that it is usable. In the case of drawing 1 , the mouse cursor change carbon button is 
installed in the left lateral of a mouse so that it may push with the right thumb. 

[0007] Drawing 3 (a) - (c) is the **** Fig. showing how on the display screen 1 of the mouse cursor of 
one example of this invention to be visible. In drawin g 3 (a), the mouse cursors 2-5 which can be used 
are altogether displayed on a display screen 1 . The mouse cursor 2 usable now was made into a different 
color from other waiting mouse cursors 3-5, and is distinguished. He displays the mouse cursor 2 usable 
now ordinarily on a display screen 1, and is trying to turn out where [ on a display screen 1 ] the mouse 
cursors 3-5 in other atmospheric air enclose an outline by the dotted line, or display a mouse cursor in a 
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thin "color, and other waiting mouse cursors 3-5 are in distinction from the mouse cursor 2 usable now in 
drawing 3 (b). In drawing 3 (c), only the mouse cursor 2 usable now was displayed on the display screen 
1 , and other waiting mouse cursors are eliminated from on a screen. 

[0008] Drawing 4 (a) and (b) are drawings showing the mouse cursor change procedure of one example 
of this invention. Drawing 4 (a) supports drawing 3 (a), and drawing 4 (b) supports drawing 3 (b) and 
drawing 3 (c). In drawin g 4 (a), only the mouse cursor 2 used now was made into a different color from 
other mouse cursors 3 - n, and is distinguished. The color of a mouse cursor 2 is made into the same 
color as other mouse cursors, and he makes it the color in which only the color of a mouse cursor 3 
differs from other mouse cursors, and is trying to tell an operator about a mouse cursor usable now in 
distinction from other mouse cursors by pushing the mouse cursor change carbon button 50 of drawin g 
1 . He is trying to change a mouse cursor usable now one by one by pushing the cursor change carbon 
button 50. 

[0009] In drawin g 4 (b), by pushing the mouse cursor change carbon button 50, the mouse cursor 2 
usable now was ordinarily displayed on the display screen 1 , and other mouse cursors 3 - n enclosed the 
outline by the dotted line, displayed it in the thin color, or were eliminated from on the screen, and have 
distinguished from the mouse cursor usable now. The mouse cursor usable now is changed one by one 
by pushing the mouse cursor change carbon button 50 like drawing 4 (a). Moreover, since the mouse 
cursor may be obstructive, it also makes it possible to eliminate a mouse cursor from on a screen 
altogether depending on an application program. 
[0010] 

[Effect of the Invention] Since two or more mouse cursors which this invention is one mouse and are 
arranged on the display screen of a computer can be used changing with a mouse cursor change means 
as explained above, if it changes so that the mouse cursor near the field to operate on a screen may be 
made usable, it will become possible to realize smoother actuation of an application program. Moreover, 
when a mouse cursor is obstructive, it is effective also in a mouse cursor being eliminable from on a 
screen. 
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BASIC-ABSTRACT: 

The mouse has a switch which generates a pulse signal. The cursor 
generated 

for a point on a screen is shown at two or more surfaces. The 
selective 

display of one of the arbitrary cursors is carried out using a mouse 
change 

button (50) . 

ADVANTAGE - Performs migration of cursors quickly. Realises smoother 
operation 

of application program counter. Facilitates erasure of mouse cursor 
on screen 

when it is obstructive. 
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
